such as Beltsville whites.”

SCHOOL PROBLEM 
County Superintendent Asked to Talk 
District Union with Levittowners 


Dr. Charles H. Behm, county 
superintendent of schools, has been 
reuested by the educational com­ 
mittee of the Levittown Civic Asso­ 
ciation 
to amplify 
a 
proposed 
“union school district.” 
The request for an interview 
came aa the first step in implement­ 
ing a plan to integrate schools in 
Levittown according to a pro­ 
posal made last month by President 
Judge Hiram H. Keller, a commit­ 
tee 
spokesman 
said 
yesterday 
Judge Keller made his suggestion 
for the union school district, to be 
formed by officials of the com­ 
munity, in rejecting a petition call­ 
ing for alterations in the boundar­ 
ies of three of the Lower Bucks 
County communities in which Levit­ 
town is situated: Bristol and Falls 
Townships, and Tullytown Bor­ 
ough. 
The present school code, the Jur­ 
ist said, can be used to improve 
school facilities in the area, In­ 
stead of by changing boundaries. 
Allows Merger 
The code, he said, "provides for 
the formation of union school dis­ 
tricts with legal powers to operate 


without interference from and inde­ 
pendent of, any boundary changes 
or annexation of the various com­ 
munities involved.” 
When asked by the committee to 
amplify the system, Judge Keller 
replied he could not do go, the 
spokesman said, but “felt sure that 
Dr. Boehm can fully advise you, as 
he is better informed on these prob­ 
lems than any person I know.” 
Can’t Advise Further 
The judge said he could not ad­ 
vise further, for lf a legal question 
should arise later in regard to the 
proposal, he might be called upon 
to adjudicate IL 
A union school district, in the 
opinion of educational authorities, 
would be able to deal effectively 
with problems that have arisen as 
a result of the swift growth of the 
Levittown residential area. 
Such problems Include tho as 
signment of children to schools 
nearest their homes, regardless of 
which community the schools are 
situated in; the simplification of 
bus transportation, and the elimi­ 
nation of the necessity of crossing 
main highways by students under 
the present system.

Forecast for 1954 
Still is Optimistic 


CLEVELAND (INS)—Steel magi

any strike-free or holiday wee 
since the summer of 1949. 
The journal said in Its week! 
steel summary that more than 3 
per cent of the nation’s ingot-mal 
ing capacity, plus related equt] 
ment, are idle. 
Steel said that the ingot rat 
rate dropped for the fourth straigl 
time in the week ended Nov, 2 
plunging to only 90.5 per cent < 
capacity. 
“While the latest rate of stet 
ingot production would lead one 1 
believe only 9.5 per cent of ti 
theoretical capacity la idle,” Ste 
said, “the percentage is actual! 
higher, for the production rate : 
calculated on the Jan. I, 1953, cl 
parity of 117.6 million net tons 
Steel pointed out that much i 
the reduced rate of ateel buyir 
is attributed to a downward co: 
rection in inventories. 
“Although ateel demand Is cu 
rently lower than It was,” Ste 
said, “the long range predictloi 
for the steel Industry radiate a 
optimism. A large number of ecol 
omlsts agree that industrial pri 
duction In 1954 should not fs 
much more than five per cent b 
low the 1953 level.
